Morgan made an address of welcome to 
the Confederate veterans, after which 
Senator Charles Maudersouof Xebruska 
delivered the annual address to the so- 
cietv. By '.vay of begiuniug he said the 
veterans hart met here to record a new 
era. Then he srw>ke of the battle that 
occurred, in this'region. A great change 
liad taken, place since that battle. The 
scattered humlet, the objective point of 
military endeavor in 1803, was th-; 
tlvriving city, the center of commercial 
distribvxriou." in 1895. Stately public ed- 
ifices, busitJSSS .palaces and 
artistic 


homes lining the well paved streets of 
a metropolis, afforded a most marked 
contrast to the lowly and homely 
structures that were strung along tha 
country roads a generation ago. 


Then he referred feelingly to the 


thousands of brave meu who fell during j 
the battle, and said: 
"Long ago, while condemning the 


false teaching that lead to the belief 
that allegiance was to the state, we ap- 
preciate how deep abiding was the 
honest conviction of those who taught 
in a different school from us, made un- 
told sacrifice for the cause they es- 
poused." 
While nothing • was forgotten of the 


past, he went on to say, everything was 
forgiven. All new joined in the great 
sentiment of Grant: 
-'Let us have 


peace." 
Then he continued: ''And now all 


rancor and hate is gone. The Unionist 
and the secessionist, the federal aud the 
rebel, the Yankee and the Johnnie, 
meet to rejoice in the existence of a na- 
tion, not a coufeder.icy." 


He referred to th« "carping" critics 


who abused General Kosecrans aud told 
of some of the heroic things accom- 
plished by him at Stone River and 
Nashville, and to the genius for strategy 
he displayed at Cluckamanga. He paid 
a glowing tribute to Jackson, Sill, 
Whittaker, Beatty, Geary, KimbaU, 
Newton, Baird, Brauuan, ,Croft, Rous- 
seau, Davis, Johnson, VanCleve, Rey- 
nolds, Steedman, Stockholm, Granger, 
Garfield, Hooker. Palmer, Critteuden. 
Wood, Stanley, McCook. Howard and 
Steridau. These, he said, were immor- 
tal heroes. Then he told the story of 
the Army of the Cumberland, of the 
hardships and fighting it endured, and 
then said:' "The battle of NashviTe 
practically closed the war in the west. 
"and in a few mouths the Army of the 
Cumberland dissolved aud the men who 
j 


had carried the flag of the nation in the! 
fore front of battle were swallowed up 
in the body of American people." 


. Referring to the dedication of tomor- 


row he said that no one could more 
faithfully perform that ditty than the. 
meu who were a part of the awful event. 
[u conclusion he said:

Likewise has disappeared the splendid body

I do not think the cir- 
cumstances will warrant a postpone- 
ment. If such evidence exists in Cuba 
we have the command of the telegraph.

John's at 46 Vaiick tweet, it was 
deemed wise to change the weekly day 
of distribution from Snnday to Satur- 
day and thus obviate the publicity and 
lessen the pain to the pride of the recip- 
ients, for some of them -were, and even 
now are, not only communicants of the 
church, btii people who at one time had 
been among the mo?t wealthy of the 
congregation. Every Saturday morning 
between 7 and 8 o'clock there are deliv- 
ered into a recess of the gaunt ecclesi- 
astical structure 67 loaves of whoie»orue 
fresh bread of the kind known as '-home- 
made, " each loaf being worth abont 10 
cents, While not exactly "sixpenny 
loaves," they are as near that price as 
33 possible to obtain, and no one has 
yet ventured an attempt to break the 
•will owing to this slight divergency or 
the fact of the change of date of distri- 
bution. 


The loaves are piled upon a long set- 


tee in the vestibule, where those lucky 
enough to be cou-idered as "appearing 
to be the most deserving1' either call or 
send for tiieui. There are at present j-ast 
IS of thefce pensioners, and others are 
constantly waiting to take the places of 
those whom dcuth has claimed.

IOAVPS are distributed m vai-ying num- 
bers, some persons being entitled to 
futir, while otheis receive only two, 
this being regulated by the size of the 
famiiv.

As> the slowly walked down i 
die stone paved yard toward the gate 
she staggered nnder her load, and her 
evident refinement led The Sun reporter 
to ask who she was. 


"She is one of our oldest pensioners," 


replied the sexton, "and'has for over 80 
years never missed a Saturday, rain or 
shine. She was once one of the wealth- 
iest of New York's women residents, 
bnt an ungrateful son, after gambling 
away her fortune, left her destitute, and 
has never been heard from iii.ce. It is 
one of the pathetic stories most of these 
people could tell."

that of a gray haired negress, who, al- 
though more than 80 years old, is etill 
quite spry, and entered the vestibule 
with a "Mormu, massa," in a manner 
which indicated that she very probably 
is a manumitted slave.

One noticeable peculiarity was the 


fact that thexe were no men. The bread 
was claimed either by very old and 
decrepit women or by young children 
who invariably staggered under the 
load. Of the children who called, not 
one wore a hat, and when the sexton 
\viH, asked for an explanation of tins he 
replied that, although he hadnotired.it, 
he was unable to guo any reason "un- 
less," he added, "they haven't any."—

We are not now what we were. Our 
people have become drunkards, beggars 
and cowards. The white man has de- 
stroyed us, along with everything else. 
I see that you have among your photo- 
graphs the picture of a Chippewa grave. 
That is the grave of the last of the Five 
Brothers, great warriors. Yon may say 
that is the grave of the last of the Chip- 
pewas, because what were left aftp- tbe 
Seven Brothers and the Five Brothers 
were no longer true specimens of our 
great and noble people. The Seven 
Brothers were Tecumseh's best men.

gaaes developed by the burning of pow- 
der became kuovrn the old style weap- 
ons disappcdiKu, dud firearms took their 
places.

"What about your sign language and 


picture writing!" . 
'' That i s nearly forgotten. Only a few 


know anything about it, and they are 
old men. 
The sign language -was -what 


deaf and dumb people have, only it was 
simpler, and all the tabes understood 
it. For example, if yon came a stranger 
to a tepee of a village, a stamp of the 
foot on the ground meant that you were 
welcome—two or three stamps, that yon 
were very welcome. Hunting signals 
•were made with the handa. Four fingers 
and tbe thumb down meant a bear— 
with the thumb up a deer. If a lynx or 
other climber, climbing signs. If the 
animal were runninR, the hand with 
fingers down made bounding motions. 
If a ijian, the forefinger was held np. If 
the man were hiding, the finger was 
closed down to the hand. Picture writ- 
ing was done on. bark and was a map 
with various signs and animals here and 
there upon it A circle meant a yell- 
by which the reader was instructed to 
call wben be reached a certain point." 


"You had a freemasonry for your fam- 


ilies, did you not?" 


"Yes, I can recognize a relative, 


though I never met him before. The use 
for tbia has died out,' but we cannot 
give it to any one not entitled to it." 


"What was yonr totem?" 
"The alligator. The alligator can live 


in the water and on the land. He lives 
to be very old. It means long life and 
good luck in bunting and fishing. It 
was the totem of the Five Brothers, and 
they gave it to me when they adopted 
me." 


My friend thinks that the Indians 


would have^-developed civilization by 
this time if they had been let alone. 
They wcie already cultivators of the 
soil and were no longer nomadic. One 
element of tieir success m war was 
their endurance and speed ou foot. 
When he was a youth, he led a dog 
team ou the snow 63 miles in one day. 
He walked from the St. Croix to Bay- 
field, 72 miles, in 28 horns, and this was 
not exceptional among them. The sud- 
denness of attack and swiitness iu re* 
treat rendered them tho most difficult 
native people ever conquered

That from 1SSO to 1839, during his two 
administrations, the debt rose to $60,- 
228,121.63, and that from 1890 to l&U, 
under Governor Campbell, it rose to 
|71,233,74i. 


But here Governor Foraker stopped, 


with the last two legislatures unaccouut 
ed for. 
They were overwhelmingly 


Repttblican, and they did more or less 
principally more, at bond making, so that 
from 1891 to Ib'Jo this local bonded in- 
debtedness rose from. $71,233.7-14 to a 
little over 1109,000,000. or sonifcthin; 
over $37,000,000 for the four years.

The Practice of Snbsoilinij. 


Tho practice of stibsoiling cannot be 


advistd as nil operation sure to benelit 
all soils, says Rural New Yorker. It is 
useful in stiff, heavy soils, where the 
subsoil is so tough and compacted tliat 
water will not flow readily through it. 


I The subsoil plow opens up this tough 


mass ami permits a much freer circula- 
tion of water. 
In a soil with an open, 


porous subsoil, with the particles grow- 
ing larger as we go deeper, subsoiling 
would be the worst thing that could be 
done, because it would hasten the pas- 
! sage of water, while the object of the 


j farmer should be to retain it. On these 
light soils, especially in droughty dis- 
tricts, a mere scratching of the surface 
is the best tillage. Many farmers went 


i from Eastern farms to Dakota and Ne- 


braska and plowed the sod as deep as 
they did in their former locations. They 
thus ruined the soil, and were tmabi* 
to gee it in grass again. At home they 
had heavy rainfalls and n tough subsoil, 
while in the now place the conditions 
were exactly opposite, aud they ruined 
the soil's capacity for holding water.

Wew Onion CnUnr*. 


Fcnrt-een varieties of onions were 


tested at the Michigiin station. It is re- 
ported in • bulletin from thil station 
that a quantity of Prize Taker onion* 
were transplanted with very satisfactory 
results. The method is to b* recom 
mended where extensive truck farming 
i« carried on or where a superior qual- 
ity of onions is desired. General truck 
growers may find the method profita- 
ble, since at present prices only the 
grower who succeeds in raising a very 
large number of bushela of first class 
onions to the acre can hope to grow the 
crop profitably. None of the new vari- 
eties is equal to the old standard kinds, 
and for the main crop Red-WethersfieM, 
Yellow Daurers and Southport White 
ttlohe are still to be recommended. In 
the northern part of the state' or on a 
cold, mucky soil Extra Earl* Red suc- 
ceeds best, and because of its milder 
flavor it is sometimes preferred in other 
localities. 


Storing Irieh rot»ti»«. 


The conditions for keeping potatoes 


are very simple.' These conditions, ns 
briefly stated by Country Gentleman 
are "a uniform, cool temperature in a 
place that is neither too wet nor too 
dry. 
In an ordinary cellar where the 


temperature can bo kept at about 40 da 
(frees and where no water soaks opon 
the flow, they can lie stored ten foet deep 
and in any quantity. If the bottom i* 
damp, it should he covered with slats 
raised three or four inches. The above 
statement covers all point* to be ob 
•erved in the construction of a store 
hons* or keeping it* .content*.

he turned the instrument upside down, 
end the oxen wont home dragging its 
tail aud handle over the surface of the 


The yoking together of ox and asa 


was expressly forbidden by the law of 
Moses and is i-aade the ground of a 
ludicrous comparison by Plautus. Ulys- 
ses, when he feigned madness in order 
touvoid going ou the Trojan expedition, 
plowed with an ox and a horse together. 


Ia tho west of England the custom of 


yoking oxen to the plow went out at 
the beginning of this century. A very 
few old men can remember how, m 
boys, they were employed with the goad 
to nrge on the oxen. Hwdly any recall 
having held the plow to them.—Ch*m- 
berg' Journal

The fact is but little known outside of 
the war department, but in January, 
1867, a body of nwe than 30 men do- 
•erted from the post. The men had 
grown weary 01 the isolation, and a plan 
•was formed for a wholesale exit from 
the post. 


It is also claimed that the leaders con- 


templated an attack on Denver, then a 
flourishing frontier village, and the 
looting of the place. The plans were 
•well laid and were carried out without 
* hindrance in any particular. Each 
man was given a special duty to per- 
form. It was so arranged that none but 
conspirators were on guard at die time 
of the departure. Orders were given 
that if any officer attempted to leave 
the quarters on the evening die plot was 
to be put into eflect he was to be shot 
down without mercy. The evening was 
very cold, and fortunately for the offi- 
cers not one of them left his room- 


The men were to ride away from tha 


post. The horses were fully equipped, 
and the party carried abuuuant sup- 
plies of food and ammunition. The de- 
serters carried the guard with diem, 
and the surprise of the troops remaining 
at the garrison the next morning may 
be imagined. 


"There is.no doubt about the truth cf 


the story concerning the desertion," salt 
Colonel Powell, "as I talked with the 
officers about die affair and know it 
be a fact. One of the strangest features 
about the affair, however, is the mys 
terious disappearance of the men. No 
a single person in the deserting party 
was ever afterward heard from. It 
net known whether die men were mas 
sacred by the Indians, lost on die plains 
or whether diey reached the seashor 
and started for some distant country 
is known di«J jpvernl weeks after tb 
men deserted their t jnrnal-d -i lion* 
pandered back ro the post. XLo hor^c 
•was one which had been ridden away. 
The saddle had not beaa removed from 
die poor animal's b«i.k, and the saddle 
girth had cut through the aiiim.U's skm, 
making a frightful wound. 
The 'de- 


serters apparently abandoned their in- 
tention of attacking De-ive:." 


The colonel says that in 1892, when 


in New York, he had occasion to make 
inquiry concerning oue uf tho deserters, 
who was an Englishman. A f artuue hull 
been left him in England. Tneman was 
traced as far as Fort Morgan, where he 
dropped out of sight in the winter of 
1807. Upon information furnished by 
Colonel Powell the estate was divided 
among other heirs.—Denver News.

New Onion Cnlture. 


Fourteen varieties of onions were 


tested at the Michigan station. It is re- 
ported in • bulletin from this station 
that a quantity of Prize Tnk* onions 
were transplanted with rery satisfactory 
results. 
The method is to be recom- 


mended -where extensive truck farming 
is carried on or where a superior qual- 
ity of onions is desired. General trnck 
growers may find the method profita- 
ble, since at present prides only the 
grower who succeeds in raising a very 
large number of bushel* of first class 
onions to the acre can hope to grow the 
crop profitably. None of the new vari- 
eties is equal to the old ctandard kinds, 
and for the main crop Red Wetbersficld, 
Yellow Danvers and Sonthport White 
Globe are still to ba recommended.

Storing Irleh rotatoei. 


The conditions for keeping potatoes 


•re very simple. These conditions, as 
briefly stated by Country Gentleman, 
are "a uniform, cool teruperatmo in a 
place that is neither too wet nor too 
c!ry. 
In an ordinary cellar where the 


temperature can bo kept nt about 40 de- 
grees and whora no water soaks upon 
the flow, they can lie stored ten foet deep 
and in any quantity. If the bottom in 
damp, it should be covered with slats 
raised three or four inches.
